In claim 1 5, line 12, delete "of layers" and insert - - of the resist layer - - in its 

place. 

The claims 26-29 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Ichimura et al. (US Patent 5,246,815) do not teach a method of making a base 

material for screen printing as instantly claimed, wherein the resist layer has a 
roughness Rz of less than 15 micrometers on the side of the protective film. 

There are no prior art teachings that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to modify Ichimura et al. and obtain the method of claim 15 
of the instant application.
